THE DECAY IN ORANGES, 


The long continued rains of the past 


few weeks has again brought, this 
much discussed subject into promin- 
ence among the growers and packers 
of oranges, arid it is generally conced- 
ed that the super-abundant moisture 
•would have the effect of increasing 
the amount of loss from decay during 
transit unless great care and strict su- 
pervision was taken in the handling 
and packing of the fruit. 
The orange 


business of California has 
developed 


into such a stupendous industry that 
this subject has become one of its vital 
issues. 
A few years ago the losses 


from decay in oranges during trans- 
portation amounted to from $750,000 to 
$1.500,000 annually, but the improved 
methods of handling the fruit intro- 
duced Into all the leading 
packing 


houses have materially reduced that 
amount. 


Mr. G. Harold Powell, the great au- 


thority in this matter, says in a letter 
to Mr. B. A. Woodford, general man- 
ager of the California Fruit Growers' 
Exchange: "I should look to see con- 
siderable decay in oranges from Cali- 
fornia if the weather happens to be 
•wet, as it produces unusually favor- 
able conditions for the development of 
rot in fruit that has been improperly 
handled. 
I should not expect to see 


a wet season, however, cause sound or- 
anges to decay any more severely than 
they do in a'dry year." 


"I think our work with the very 


delicate Florida, orangn is 
showing 


conclusively that no matter how deli- 
cate the fruit is, if the skin is kept 
Intact, it both ships and koops in good 
condition. 
The careful handling of 


fruit is a subject which needs to be 
kept, before the associations conHtant- 
ly. The control of orange rot. in trans- 
portation is entirely in the hands of 
the grower and packing bouse. And 
the success in keeping down decay, it 
seems to me, will depend primarily 
upon the efficiency of the different as- 
sociations in looking after this branch 
of their work." 
Although under the 


best methods and most careful hand- 
ling some percentage of decay will in- 
evitably occur in transportation, yet by 
exercising constant vigilance both in 
the field and the packing house, the 
loss can be reduced to the minimum.
